EVIDENOE GIVEN AT INQUiST 


Lhe following is » syuopsis of the 
i:uportant evidence submitted at the 
coroner's inquest relative to the death 
of Alfred Wilson. ‘The evidence is 
nowt conflicting at times and well 
worthy of note.
